Tlio Dltrrrcnt SIj^Imi ur llio CowboyH and 
till. t'roiM-Coiltitry !Urn. 

Last spring I bad to leave the Kast in 
the midst of the huiiling -^ a-on lo join 
a round-up la the cattle country ol 
Western ilakola. and it was curious to 
compare the totally ilill'i rent styles ol 
riding of the eowlsiy s aiul the erns-i- 
conn^fy iiiei.. .V stock sailille woi;;ln 
thirty i.r forty pounds iu.-.|-'ail of ten oi 
lifiocii, and iimsIs an iitU rly dill'erent 
scat from that ndoptcil in tia-. I'^ast A 
cowboy rides with very long stirrups, 
silt ng torkeil well down iHtwis'U liif 
high pniiiiiiel and ciiiitcl, and de|>eiiiU 
gieally upon mere balaiiio. lii cutting 
ont a sliM'r from a herd, in sitting a 
bucking brniieho, in stopping a night 
stampede of many liniidrisl niiwhiened 
animals, or in the iicrformanee of a 
liiiiidriAl other feats of rei'kless and 
daring liorseiiiaiii.li')i, the cowlioy is 
absolutely unei|nali d: nnd when he has 
his own horse-gear ho siti b's animal 
with the gr.v.-e of a ccniaur, and yet he 
is eiirionsly helpless the first time he 
gets astride of ono of the suiiill I'iiustern 
sadiljes. ].iust suniiiier. while piiri^has- 
ing cattlo in Iowa, one of my rancli 
foremen had to get on an ordinary siwl- 
dle to ride out of town and see n ranch 
of stj'crs. He is, |>erliaps, Iho best 
rider on tlie ranch, and will, wilii- 
out hesitation, mount and master 
b^nstg that I doubt If the boldest rider 
in one of our Ka-tern huiils 
wnuM eare to tackle: yet his uiioasine-s 
on the new saildio wils fairly comical. 
At lirst be did not dare to trot, and the 
least plunge of Iho horse bid fair to un- 
seat him; nor did he begin to get a<«ii.s- 
toiiied tu tlie siluiilion until tlie is'ry 
end of the iuiiriKiy. In faet. the two 
kinds of riding are so very dill'erent that 
a man only neenstonieil to one feels al- 
most as ill at ease when he lirst tries the 
otlier as if ho liail nover sat on a horse's 
baek before. It Is rather funny to sec a 
man who only knows one kind, and is 
conceited enough to think that that is 
really the only kind worth knowing, 
when lirst lie is brought into contact 
with the other. Two or three times I 
have known men try to follow hounds 
on stock saddles, wbicli are alKint as ill- 
suited for the puri>o8e as they well can 
bo, while it is even more laughable t<i 
see some young fellow from the Kast or 
from Knglaiiil, who thinks he knows en- 
tirely too much about horses to bo taught 
by barbarians, attempt to do cow-work 
witli h's ordinnry riding or hunting rig. 
Kaeh kind islxist in its own place, and 
the man only lu'cusloined to one will at 
lirst liiid himself at adisiiilvantagowlien 
ho trUia the oUier. It must be >aid, how- 
over, that in all probability cowboys 
would learn to rids well across country 
much sooner than tho average cross- 
country rider would master the dasliing 
arid peculiar stylo of horsemansliip 
shown by those whose life business it is 
lo guard tho wandering herds of the 
great Western plains. A cavalry oflicei 
trained at West Point is, perhaps, for 
all-round work, not unlikely to surpass 
as a horseman both cowboy and fox- 
kupter.— r*««d«r* BooNiwtt, m CMhtv. 



COMPOSITION OF SOILS. 

A study Whlcli Knrr InMllsent Ijiod. 
Owner Should Pnnua. 

There is no more important study foi 
tho farmer than a careful study of his 
soil. While solk aro composed of three 
distinct constituents— aaqd, day and 
humus— yet these vary greatly in their 
composition. All soils, as far as their 
inorganic materials aro concerned, were 
originally composed by the breaking 
down and decomposition of rock. 
Sands rijsiilt from the decompo.silioa ol 
quartz, or other rock containing qu.artz 
or siliou in some form, and the composi- 
tion of oach individual grain Is that of 
the rock from which it was formed. 

Soils formed of granito are among the 
rao.st productive known. Why? 'Gran- 
ite is composed of quorta, feldspar and 
mica. The quartz Is pure silex, so 
necessary for tho proper division ol 
soils, I'clds])ar again consists of silica, 
alumina and pota.sh. Alumina is the 
base of clay, just us the metal illuniiniim 
is the base of aliim ns, .iliimina being 
an oxide of aliimininni, and is the ehar- 
aclcristic ingredient in nil clays. With- 
out il soils could not be combined and 
held togclher. Willi ton much ainiiiiiia 
it beeoiiie.^ too deu-c, hard and impervi- 
ous both to water and the routs ul 
plnntM. 

Hiimus is any organic matter in pro- 
cess of decay or in that slat« when re- 
duced to an iinpalpahlii powder. Prai- 
rie soils contain a great deal uf humus 
that seems to have oeen deposited when 
the soli was under water or partially so. 
So the faet that tlies.' soils, lus a rule, 
aro largelv eompo.sed uf clay, are due 
their fertility and lasting qualities, tho 
dark culur of the soil b«ing duo to 
liumns, and alsoto tho elTects of burn- 
in/ of tho vegelatiun year after year. 

Soils are generally classed as sandy, 
loamy, clayey, mucky and peaty, the 
latter being foruieil in iiiar>liy laiiil un- 
der water. O'lr very black prairie soils 
containing much clay and vegetable 
matter, arc often denignntotl muck, A 
distinctly ilny soil is that composed ol 
pure clay, I'uru sand has no fertilily. 
piii'o clay can not be classed as fertile, 
and peaty soils are not fertile until Uier 
have loiig been unearthed by carcfiil, 
tburougli drainage. 

Mixtures of sand and clay are our 
most fertile soils. They arc classified 
as loam when thoy contain equal vol- 
nmes of sand and clay, as sandy loam 
when about soventy-livo ]>cr cent is 
sand, and as clay loam when about 
seventy-live per een I. is clay. As suils 
approach either ol tkcse conditions thoy 
are cla.ssed with that to ^vhich they re- 
late most clo.sely. 

The province of 1 iimiis in the soil is 
two-fnhl; to rciiilor the soil light and 
mellow, tiinngb its ]>rineipal value is 
the iiower that liumiis possesses of de- 
cmiiposing and rendering soluble the 
valuable cunstituents of the soil, es- 
neeially tho.se of ]iotash with nitrogen, 
iliimns is formed by the action of the 
air on sulid animal urvegctable matter. 
In fact, it la a process of oxoeedingly 
slow combuMlon, as much as five hun- 
dred years being eonsiiiereil necessary 
Ul r 'duce a large oak to liiinius in the 
natural girogress of decav. During all 
this time, however, such portions as 
are gradually converted into bumti* are 
performing their natural functions 
the soil. One of the mn.st ini|)or(aiit is 
the conservation of nitrogen— the most 
costly, as it is the most easilv dispelled 
of the organic products. Under the 
action of lioat and moisture n trogim 
oouibinos with tho potash of the soil 
forming nitrate of ]iolassa, the eoiniuon 
name of which is saltpeter. 

I'rom the foregoing the fanner may 
by careful observation cs.stimate tin 
value and character of his soil, iiml 
lieiiec the proper crops to be used, and 
also the mamires necessary to iniu'eiiso 
priKluctiveiiei.s. A sandy soil may be 
rendered productive by the addition of 
clay. Ton per cent, of clay will con- 
vert it into a sandy loam. Hut a piiro 
clay van not be rendered ))r(xluetive by 
the aildltion of saifd. It would require 
at least twenty-live per cent of sand to 
convert It Into a stilr olay loam. Pore 
day freed from unconn ined silica con- 
sists of aluniiiia 4 l..'i, silica 411. and 
water l.'i.S parts in lUO. But except in 
rare ciiset It is not fotind, except com-:! 
billed more or loss, with free silica, or 
sand.— CUoo^ro Trtbuiu,

THE MANURE QUESTION. 

lliillable CoinparlMuna llDtwwn Uara-tfatd 
aod Artlllelal nrtUUan. 

A cart-load of hay, assuming a cart- 
load to be a ton, would contain, on tho 
average 83 pounds of nitrogen, 8 pounds 
of phosphoric add and 87 pounds of 
potash. Four loads of average farm- 
yard manure, again assuming a load to 
be a ton, might be expected to contain 
45 pounds of nitrogen, 'id pounds of 
pliospborie acid and 4;'» pounds of pot- 
ash. All these ligni-es will vary accord- 
ing lo tlio high or low feeding of tho 
animals, the eouiiomy nf straw, and the 
frosh or rotten cunditioii of the manure; 
bnt these arc fair average tigiircs, such 
ns may most fairly lie taken as the basis 
of ealculatioii. It will thus bo seen 
that four tons of good average farm- 
yard niannre contain more nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid nnd jiotash than a ton 
of hay: and as the Hctual iiuantities of 
vidnal'de iilaiit fnml reninved in the hay 
have to be discounted in order tu arrive 
at the proportions of them that would 
have reached the land had the hay or 
grass been consumed on the farm, il 
will lie .seen that the four loads uf dung 
form a very ample compensation for tho 
hsy removed. On the other hand, if 
hay or grass be passed through an ani- 
mal, the coiistllueiitK in tho excreta aro 
for the must ]iart readily available; 
while ill farm-yard manure much of the 
maniirial matter is shown in its action. 
Fertilizing matter approximately eipial 
to the chief constituents in four loads uf 
dmig of the average i|iiality above as- 
sumed, eonld be supplied by the judi- 
cious use of:

The foregoing comparison will be 
rendered moru practical by showing 
tho relative cost of the dilTerent appli- 
cations.

for formulas a, b, e and tf, with cost of 
freight added. This would make stable 
inannre worth about .?'i..')0 per ton, as 
compared with arlilicial fortiiizors at 
prevailing prices. This theoretical value 
of stable manure Is somewhat higher 
than wonid be doduocd from the practi- 
cal fleld tests at Kothanisted. These 
showed that an application of fourteen 
tons nf stable manure has proved equiv- 
alent 1.1 a .similar :ipplie:ilion of artili- 
cial uiijniires costing alKiut t'-D.— i'o/d*.

Messrs. Geo. W. Jolly and Polk 
Laffoon, Republican and Democratic 
nominees for Congress, met for the 
tirst time In joint debate at the couit 
bouse Monday night. 

Mr. Jolly opened the discussion. 
After revlewiug briefly the history of 
parties In the United States, bo stated 
Hint he held lo the principles of the 
KodcialBornS:), the AVliigs of 1SI8 
mid llie l!c]niblican6 of ISSl. 11 
then attacked tlie Slate administra- 
tion of Kentucky, slated that taxes 
bad been iiicreiised luidsiilariesdouli- 
led since '(id. lie ridiculed tlic 
school system, the Slate capilol and 
charged all iiianncr of misdoings up- 
on the Democracy, such as treating 
with outlaws and authorizing con- 
vict labor, etc. He contrasted our 
school fund of 11,200,000 with Iowa's 
$5,200,000, charged fraud and corrup- 
tion iuSoouveutions, intimated that his 
opponent knew a little about frauds 
himself and (hen lannpbed oiTon the 
tarifl', homef tead law, ourrenoy ques- 
tion, etc., aud closed with a few re- 
marks about the excellent condition 
in which the Democrala found the 
National treasury in 1885, when they 
came into power. Ho spoke 65 mln- 
ntea.

Mr. LalfooH began by compliment- 
ing his opponent, who had been bis 
personal trloud for ten years, but his 
politics was the one thing about him 
he could not endorse. He stated that

He replied to Mr. Jolly's advocacy 
of the lilair bill by saying that it was 
late in the day for the Republicans to 
y lo pass such a bill under a Demo 
cralic admini^tra^lon after failing to 
bonelit the c'olored people by passing 
under Rcpnl>lican adniinislrations 
for 25 years. He look llie ground 
that there was uo surplus on hand 
ntit the govern men I's debts were all 
iiid and that he was opposed to the 
Blair bill because the government 
owed debts 50 times as great as the 
suiplus in the treasury snd that mon- 
ey should be kept on hand to call in 
the bonda falling dne In 1891, or else 
let taxes be reduced and all of the 
people directly benefitted. 

He spoke of the predictions of Re 
publicans as (o what wonid iiappen 
If the Democrats should return to 
power, none of which had come to 
pass. The country was moving along 
about as usual and Mr. Cleveland 
was giving us a grand administra 
lion, excepting his cowardice in turn- 
ng out Republicans. Said if ho 
could dictate the policy of the ad- 
minislralion for about twenty min- 
uter, there would not be a Republi- 
can son-of-a-gun left in oflicc to 
tell the talc. He then answered Mr. 
Jolly's tarilT arguments in a very sat- 
isfactory manner and discussed other 
national affairs from a Democratic 
standpoint until his hour was up. 
He closed by denying that hla «omi- 
nation in 1884 was obtained by any 
fraud on bis part He would uoi 
speak for hla friends nor for Mr. 
Clay'a fHends, but he himself was 
innocent of fraud and be believed 
Mr. Clay was. The people bad v.in 
dicated him by a re-nomlnatlon aud 
It was too late now lo discuss such 
dead issues. He complimented bis 
three competitors in the late primary 
and said he loved them all as friends 
better than he did before they oppos- 
ed him. 

Mr. Jolly had a five minutes' re- 
joinder. He said the debts in Sguth- 
ern States were created to repair the 
damages of war, and replied to some 
other points in Mr. Laffoon's speech. 
He closed by boasting of the growtli 
of his party in Kentucky and said 
the next State ticket would get 140,- 
000 vote*.

The work of removing the remains 
of the Cotilbderate dead fhun the old 
cemetery to the new addition, prepar- 
atory to erecting a monument over 
them, wu begun Monday. There 
are 165 graves In the valley in the 
northeastern portion of the old part 
of the olty cemetery. With two or 
three exceptions these eravcs are uu- 
mi.rked by even a board or atone 
and the yravos aro all covered over 
with a iiiatled sheet of myrtle vines. 
The deprcbsions in the firouiid are all 
that servo to mark tlie lestini; places 
of the dead soldiers. Most of ihem 
were membera of Mississippi and 
Texas regiments who died In hospi- 
tals In this city 22 or 23 years ago. 
Many of them died in the old hotel 
that formerly stood on the northeast 
cornerof Main and 6th streets. Very 
few of the dead were ' killett in battle 
but died the less glorious daatkrof 
soldiers who fall victims to Ite dis- 
eases of army life superiuduaad by 
the hardships e( war. Strangsis in 
a strange land thoy died and their 
bodies were buried side by aide and 
their graves are known to-day simply 
ai the resting places of un- 
known soldiers. The work of dis- 
interring tlie bodies is being done

Will yon allow mespaoe iuyour 
columns, suffloieut to answer tba very 
erroneous article in the Owensboro 
lilessenger, copied in the lut issue of 
the Kbntdckian 7 I must say that 
there was never as little justice done 
a compauy as waa niinf,li>y the author 
of that editorial. I am iucllued to be- 
lieve the statement that tlic Uwens- 
boro boys were in lovewilh for 
the reasoti that the rest of llie article 
plainly shows it. We never hud the 
sligiitcst ill-will a^riiiii'-l I.ieiil. IJish- 
op or any of Ills iiii.'ii, anil as evcry- 
liody knows 'li.s Init luilure, that we, 
us vielor.i should look upon them van- 
i|iiislii il with tliat consideration they 
fu richly deserved. Tliat old princi- 
ple— "never to strike a man wheu ho 
ii down," is thoroughly imbued in 
my company, as it should be In the 
breast uf every gallant soldier, and J 
am assured that every man in my 
command looked uiwn their competi- 
tors after the drill was over with a 
mixed feeling of admiration and pity, 
rather than with a knowledge of their 
own superiority. 

For the expression of kind feeling 
and high regard, eoming u It does 
from the lenoer highest in power, we 
are more than tbankfbl and trust that 
t licse out expressions of undying love 
will forever spring fh>m the bosom 
of tbeir admirable and geutlemauly 
commander. For their thinking that 
tliey were entitled to first money I 
cannot blame them. I never saw a 
debated company iu my life that did 
not think that they were treated un- 
fairly, and I was never "left" that my 
Brat impulse was not to cry out "Let's 
try Itovcr ajjaiii ; you whipped mc 
once, but I will lict I can whip you 
the next time.'' Now, ill regard to 
ouo of my iiic'ii lictiiiijf tliat the ()w- 
enslioni coMipaiiy would beat us. 
This oiler was made by a Lieutenant 
of mine and lie very reasonably ex- 
plains by etatinir that my men were 
so very confident of winning the 
prize that he thought it beet in order 
to make them understand that they 
hadatieuta little to do, and that 
they had better not be too certain. 

As for the opinion of the audience, 
we too came home witii the idea that 
the entire grand stand waa in our fa- 
vor, and that if the Judges failed to 
give us what our merit entitled ns to, 
that we could go homo with the sat- 
isfaction, i)oor as It was, that the 
crowd was for us.
